The Service Begins. 

The tones of a cabinet organ call in the vis- 
itor. The faithful have already assembled. 
The sanctuary occupies the four rooms on the 
ground floor. They are so arranged that they 
can be thrown into one.

When he gets 
tired he goes out and walks about the grounds 
and then returns and resumes.

The Soul’s Mate. 

As is generally known Mr. Schweinfurth has 
about his habitation never less than ten and 
sometimes as many as fifteen and twenty 
women, who are there for missionary or other 
purposes. One from this number is selected 
as Schweinfurth’s Soul's Mate ashe calls 
her. She is the on'y one of the household 
who enjoys tha privilege of eating at the same 
table with the embodiment. At present the 
** Soul’s Mate is Mrs. Tuttle, wife of one of 
Schweinfurth’s apostles who is out in Kansas 
at present spreading the gospel as it comes 
through the gayly attired George Jacob 
Schweinfurth. 

During the service today the Soul's Mate 
sat almost in front of her Jacob, while there 
nestled about her lap, playing with a book, 
asunny-haired child 5 years old. This child 
has no papa. Mrs. Tuttle says the little one 
does not know the meaning of the 


word, and has no occasion to know, since she 


came into the world through the influence of 
the Holy Ghost. 

Miss Mary Welden, who is also an inmate of 
the Church Triumphant temple, also has a 
cherub who came in the same way. Several 
other Holy-Ghost children, ranging from 6 to 
8 years, are being reared in the same atmos- 
phere, a 

The other inmates, male and female, are 
shorthand writers, and they report the ser- 
mon, which is then written out and sent to the 
various outposts of the Church Triumphant, 
where they are read. Mr. Schweinfurth does 
not intrust his doctrine to others. All the ser- 
mons delivered come from him. His disci- 
ples are second-hand preachers. 

The Solons Arrive. 

Mr. Schweinfurth had made considerable 
headway with his discourse, when three car- 
riages arrived containmg the legislators, the 
engrossing clerk, Congressman Durborow, 
and several citizens from Oregon. They an- 
nounced to St. Peter that they had not come 
officially or in a worldly-minded way, but, as 
Senator Leeper said: We are open to con- 
viction. 

They were seated, and in order that they 
might have the full benefit of the sermon 
Schweinfurth recapitulated what he had said, 
and proceeded to expound the doctrine which 
has made him infamous in the estimation of 
the larger and more intelligent class. The 
solons listened attentively, and at the close of 
the discourse were presented to the head of 
the Church Triumphant, who invited them 


to remain and partake of his food and then 


look over the farm. The solons offered no 
opinion on what they saw, except the fine 
horses in the barn, which they pronounced 
good. The spread was not of that character 
calculated to make solons tarry. There were 
no bottles, no cigars, and no occasion tor 
indulging in fish and other stories. Neither 
were they given an opportunity to interview 
the inmates, although some of them tarried 
about the parlors until the hour for departure 
arrived. 

It is not likely that any legislation will fol- 
low this visit. The members of the Assembly 
who were present were guests, and being such, 
and having seen naught except what was 
orderly, they do not return to tne capital 
with any complaint. They went back to 
Oregon in the afternoon and will arrive in 
Chicago today to recuperate. The visit to the 
Schweinfurth Temple was entirely devoid of 
interest. 

Unly Two Deserters from the Church. 

The grand jury of Winnebago County has 
utterly failed to secure any evidence which 
would warrant it in finding any bill 
against Schweinfurth, The mmates, the 
women particularly, have been called 
and quizzed, but beyond repeating that the 
Holy Ghost is leading them the grand jurors 
have learned nothing. 

Two inmates only have ever shown 4a re- 
bellious spirit and they have refused to 
„ testify against the inner proceedings, 
whatever they may be, of the church. One 
was the wife of a Rockford man who left him 
and became a disciple. She left the home and 
went to Kentucky, where it is said she is doing 
missionary work for Schweinfurth, declaring 
that while she would not live at the 
home ashe sti!l believed in the doctrine. The 
other deserter was a young woman who was 
lured from the path and the doctrine of the 
head by a Rockford barber with whom she 
eloped and whom she married. But her lips 
have remained sealed on the mysteries of the 
% Heaven from which she fell.

Robert and Minnie Acknowledged—Su- 
percargo Burch and Pilot Dill Under 
Arrest—Marsha) Gard’s Blunder. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 10.—A morning 
paper states that when the Charleston sailed 
Saturday morning it was under sealed orders. 
A cipher dispatch was received by Capt. 
Remy at midnight Friday evening. It took 
over three hours to translate the dispatch, 
and at 4 o’clock in the morning all visitors 
Charleston 
hastily put to sea. The Charleston is pro- 
visioned and coaled for a long cruise, and 
instead of going outside to try its guns, as was 
the general supposition at first, it is stated 
that it has gone in, pursuit of the Chilean 
steamer Itata with orders to capture it. If 
the Charleston does not catch it its orders are 
to keep on until Admiral Brown is encoun- 
tered in Chilean waters. 

The transfer of arms and ammunition from 
the schooners Robert and Minnie to the Itata 
was not completed until Friday afternoon, so 
that the insurgent vessel has a start of thirty- 
six hours or 500 miles. 


WERE PREPARED TO FIGHT. 


Attempts to Detain the Itata Would Have 
Been Resisted by Ite Crew. 

Los Axons, Cal., May 10,—Before the 
Schooner Robert and Minnie was captured by 
the United States Marshal, Supercargo Burch 
and Pilot Dill, who took the Itata out of San 
Diego harbor, went ashore, Dill was arrested 
at San Pedro. Burch came to Los Angeles, 
and was traced to Arcade depot, where he was 
waiting to take a train to San Francisco. 
Burch was arrested, and is now in custody of 
the United States Marshal. Burch says he 
landed the arms, but declines to say at what 
point, 

Burch insisted that he had violated no law 
and seems to be confident that he will be re- 


‘leased. He said he had not evaded a single 


maritime law, nor had he violated those relat- 
ing to the neutrality of the powers. He had 


done nothing to be afraid of and was perfectly 


willing to abide by the co uences of his 
acts. The government should have got after 
Hartly & Graham of Ilion, N. X., manufactur- 
ers and exporters of the arms shipped on the 
schooner, and not after him. 

When pressed to speak of his voyage in the 
schooner Robert and Minnie Burch said that 
there was nothing mysterious about it at all. 
The arms had been shipped by rail from the 
East and loaded on the vessel at Oakland Mole 
in bread daylight. There had been no at- 
tempt at concealment because there was no 
necessity for it. The boat left at 6 o’clock in 
the morning and not at 3 a, m. as reported. 

When boarded by the customs officer at 
Catalina the vessel's manifest was shown and 
several other papers. He at first said: that 
there was something suspicious about the ves- 
sel and left a man on board, but after tele- 
graphing to Washington took him off. The 
vessel then cruised about for several days, but 
Burch finally got tired waiting, and as he 
could gain no information asto the where- 
abouts of the steamer he was expecting he 
determined to put in at San Diego. 

On arrival at the mouth of the harbor, how- 
ever, he sighted the steamer lying in the 
stream within and at once put about and soon 
afterwards received a communication from 
it. Soon. afterward a tug .on which 
were Marshal Gard and Detective Morse 
bore down upon them and steamed within 100 
yards but did not hail them, much to the 
surprise of Burch and the crew of the 
steamer. Thursday morning they discharged 
their cargo, and after taking Pilot Dill on 
board sailed to San Pedro, where they arrived 
yesterday afternoon. Burch refused to say 
where the schooner discharged its cargo, but 
did not deny that the arms had been placed 
on one of the small islands in the San 
Clemente group. 

Burch expressed himself as confident that 
the Itata could not possibly have been de- 
tained by the force at the command of the 
United States Marshal, as its crew would most 
certainly have resisted any attempt to board 
it. He also expressed surprise that Marshal 
Gard did not seize the schooner when he went 
out in the tug, if it was to have been seized at 
all. Burch has telegraphed the facts as to his 
arrest to Senator Trumbull, engaged attor- 
neys, and will fight the case, but appears to be 
expecting advices from Washington ordering 
his release. 

Pilot Dill of San Diego came up from San 
Pedro this evening with United States Mar- 
shal Gard, Dill says he had no alternative 
but to take the Itata to sea, He says the 
Captain put three armed Chileans on either 
side of him and remained himself with a re- 
volver to see that he did not run the steamer 
aground, He says he saw fifty or sixty armed 
men on board, but there may have been 
more, and two cannon on the forward deck. 
He was told that there were six more cannon 
and two Gatling guns on board. Dill says he 
is confident that the vessel would have resist- 
ed any attempt to detain her as a matter of 
life ordeath. He says the Itata was a verita- 
ble man-of-war when he took it out of the 
harbor, but had the appearance of a merchant 
vessel when he brought it in. 

Capt. O’Farrell of the schooner refuses to 
make any admissions. He says he did not 
know he was violating any law, but refuses to 
say what became of his cargo beyond the fact 
that he has a clear receipt for everything and 
that he would not have been captured had he 
had his fullcrew. The Federal officials are 
very reticent and decline to say what orders, 
if any, have been received from Washington. 

San Disco, Cal, May 10,—The United 
States Man-of-War Omaha steamed out of this 
harbor yesterday, and, after passing the 
heads, stood out to sea in a southwesterly 
course. Commander Cromwell received a 
mass of correspondence in cipher from the 
Navy Department, and it is understood that 
he has instructions to cruise around Colorado 
Islands and San Clemente to find out, if possi- 
ble, where the Robert and Minnie met the 
Itata. Marshal Gard, Detective Morse, and 
Deputy Spaulding put in the day securing 
testimony corroborating Spaulding’s story as 
to how the Itata was manned when it left the 
harbor. His statement was verified by men 
on the dredger and pilot-boat, all of wnom 
claim that at least 150 armed Chileans were 
seen aboard the craft as it sailed out. 


NAVAL OFFICERS RETICENT. 


None of the Washington Officials Will Give 
Any Information. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., May 10.—While there 
are no new developments regarding the re- 
ported issuance of orders to the cruiser 
Charleston and the men-of-war composing the 
South Pacific squadron to go after and seize 
the insurgent vessel Itata, which is now sup- 
posed to be on its way to with arms 
taken from the schooner Robert and Minnie, 
it is believed that orders have been sent to 
Admiral Brown, commanding the Pacific sta- 
tion, and to Admiral McCann, commanding 
the ships of the South Pacific station, to cap- 
ture the Itata by force if nevessary and to 
take it to the first American port.

It 
was formerly owned and operated by the 
Chilean Steam Navigation company, and how 
it came into the hands of the insurgents is 
not known here, unless it was seized by them 
at the beginning of the insurrection. The 
United States vessels in Chilean waters are 
the Baltimore and the flagship Pensacola, with 
Rear-AdmiralMcCann in command. The San 
Francisco, when last heard from, had left 
Peru and will likely join the Baltimore and 
Pensacola early this week. With the Charles- 
ton, the Admiral will have under his command 
the three finest ships of the new navy, besides 
the Pensacola, which is the best of the wooden 
class in the service. 4 


FOILED BY A QUICK-WITTED MESSENGER. 


Train-Robbers Go Through a Wells-Fargo 
Car, but Get Little Booty. 

Gurnai, O. T., May 10—Thbe skill with 
which the Wells-Fargo expréss-car of the Santa 
Fé train was robbed last night was only ex- 
celled by the skill with which the express 
messenger guarded the property in his charge 
from the bandits. When the robbers 
boarded the train at Wharton the messenger 
was looking out of the doorof his car, and seeing 
what was going on immediately apprehended 
the danger. He closed and locked his doors 
and then commenced to hide the money and 
valuables in his keeping in places of safety, 
where they would escape detection by the 
robbers. While the bandits were detaching 
the engine and express-cat from the rest of 
the train and were running it to the place 
where the robbery occurred, two miles distant, 
the messenger disposed of most of the valu- 
ables in places of safety.

ALL THE NATIONS ARE AWAKENED. 


@r California say

Astonishing Interest in the Columbian Fair 
Being Manifested. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., May 10.—Advices al- 
ready received at the Bureau of American 
Republics here attest a remarkable 
and astonishing interest in the Exposi- 
tion on the part not only of the 
South American republics but Con- 
tinental Europe and China and Japan as well. 
Every country on the continent south of the 
United States from Mexiéo to the Argentine 
Republic has been heard from and all are 
making preparations to place exhibits in Chi- 
cago. 

In Europe Great Britain has already ap- 
pointed a commission, with the Prince of 
Wales at the head of it, to prepare a wonder- 
ful exhibit for the Fair. The Russian Gov- 
ernment has set apart $2,500,000, and leading 
merchants and manufacturers of St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow are pledged for so much 
more for the purpose of sending here the 
greatest, most diversified and novel exhibit 
ever before collected by a single government. 
Germany will also be present with a wonder- 
ful display, and France has given assurance of 
bringing a great exhibit. 

On this continent Mexico will probably 
lead her sister republics in size and diversity 
of display, and has appropriated $1,000,000 to 
do so. Mexico, Colombia, Guatemala, Sal- 
vador, and Costa Rica.will erect their own 
buildings at the Fair, and Bahama, Jamaica, 
and the other British West India Islands pro- 
pose to place their exhibit in a typical build- 
ing which they will erect, to be called ** The 
West Indian Court.” Altogether and already, 
although the openmg of the Exposition is two 
years hence, the assurances are complete for 
one of the greatest exhibitions the world has 
ever seen. 


SIXTEEN CARLOADS OF CATTLE LOST. 


Costly Wreck on the Santa Fe Kailway—360 
Animals and Four Tramps Killed. 

Tria, Colo., May 10,—A serious wreck 
occurred on the Santa Fs road several miles 
west of here last night, A freight train of 
twenty cars loaded with cattle started down 
Raton Mountain but became unmanageable, 
because the air-brakes failed to work. The 
train gained a frightful speed, and while 
turning asharp curve the engine and tender 
broke away from the train and sixteen cars 
went overan embankment twenty feet high, 
smashing the cars into kindling-wood and 
killing 360 cattle. |

four last cars of the train are the only ones 
that remained on the track. The road is 
torn up for several hundred feet and the loss 
to the company is estimated at $25,000.

This would seem to indicate 
that the Kaiser is not above taking his cue from 
Bismarck. The latter has threatened to pub- 
lish the Emperor’s correspondence during the 
illness of Frederick II. The letter to Herr 
Boetticher is a kind of a Damocles sword 
suspended over the head of the ex-Chancellor. 
Work of the New Rifles. 

I meta party of infantry reserves at the 
Friedrichsstrasse railway station yesterday.

He participated in the beer drinking as of old, 
and smoked the huge pipe in conformity with 
the time-honored custom, though he doubtless 
knew and dreaded the after effects. He also 
made two humorous speeches, which, in keep- 
ing with the occasion, contained no political 
allusions, 

A Prince in Trouble, 

Prince Karl Litchenstein, who one might 
think was old enough to know better, has 
just been arrested in Vienna on a charge of 
obtaining money under false pretenses. The 
complainant 1s an old man who has been in 
the service of the Prince for more tnan thirty 
years, and the money represented his savings 
dnring that period. The Prince is 64 and is 
quite an old offender in this kind of wrong- 
doing. He has intimated his readiness to 
emigrate to America if allowed toescape from 
the clutches of the law. 

To Escape Military Service. 

Among the young men who reported them- 
selves for military duty, at Elps, Hungary, 
last Tuesday seven exhibited freshly-inflicted 
wounds on their right hands on the supposi- 
tion that the injuries. incapacitated them for 
military service. In this they were mistaken. 
The authorities are by no means unfamiliar 
with these attempts to evade the obligation of 
military service. The penalty for this form of 
malingering is the addition of one year’s serv- 
ice to the regulation term of three years. 

The Sermons Are Too Long. 

The Kaiser has given great offense to the 
orthodox community by ordering the court 
chaplains to curtail the length of their ser- 
mons, which in future must not exceed ten 
minutes, whatever may be the occasion. The 
Emperor instances several occasions upon 
which he has been detained in church for 
from five to seven minutes beyond the time 
allotted for divine worship, and he adds:

FOUL MURDER OF AN OLD VETERAN. 


Henry Aulfuss of the Soldiers’ Home Killed 
at Milwaukee. 


Minwavuxez, Wis., May 10.—[ Special. ]— 


Bound hand and foot, the body of Henry Aul- 
fuss was found this afternoon in the shallow 
water of Honey Creek, a few miles 
west of Milwaukee, where it had been 
thrown after Aulfuss had been most 
foully murdered. His head bears at 
least twenty gashes, apparently inflicted with 
a hatchet. Auifuss was over 60 years of age 
and a veteran, being at the Soldiers’ Home. 
He was last seen alive yesterday morn- 
ing at the home. This afternoon some 
boys noticed in the shallow water 
of Honey Creek, about two miles west of the 
home, the body of a man clad in the uniform 
of a veteran, and they at once notified the 
home authorities. A detachment from the 
home recovered the body. They at once 
recognized it as that of Aulfuss, but were 
greatiy startled to find unmistakable evidence 
of murder. 

There is absolutely no clew as yet to the 
murderer; in fact neither the home authori- 
ties nor the county officials have made any 
move as yet towards apprehending the mur- 
derer. The Coroner says he was notified too 
late to make an investigation before 
tomorrow further than to view the body and 
pronounce ita case of murder. The Sheriff 
says that he knew nothing of the murder un- 
til tonight, and consequently there is nothing 
for him to do until tomorrow. There is 
even more indifference among the home 
authorities. Col. Hathaway, the Governor, 
said tonight that he had referred the case to 
the home surgeon. The surgeon said he 
wanted no newspaper sensation made of it, 
and at first declined to allow reporters to see 
the body, but afterwards consented. 

When Aulfuss left the home yesterday he 
was seen to have fifteen or twenty bills 
amounting perhaps to about $100, the Sergeant 
ot his company thinks. When found today there 


may have been other reasons for such a foul 
crime. Aulfuss was old and feeble, and be- 
sides acripple on crutches, so that he could 
make little defense. There is a very strong 
suspicion that the murder was committed by 
another veteran of the home, although there 
is not sufficient evidence as yet to warrant his 
arrest. 


REGAINS HIS ANNAPOLIS CADETSHIP. 


A. J. Kruse, Expelled for Refusing to Act 
the Spy Last Year, Reappointed. 

PuriapetratA, Pa., May 10.—[Special.]— 
A. J. Kruse of Bellefont, Pa., who was ex- 
pelled from the Naval Academy at Annapolis 
last summer, has been readmitted through the 
appointment of Congressman Kribbs. 

During the month of August Kruse, who 
was then in his second year, was an in voluntary 
witness to a hazing episode of which his ex- 
pulsion was the direct outcome. Theunfortu- 
nate victim was handled so roughly that he 
was rendered unfit for any of his class duties, 
and thus the affair was brought to the atten- 
tion of the faculty. Kruse was summoned 
and asked to tell what he knew. He 
refused and was suspended. Gov. Beaver, 
Senators Cameron and Quay, Gen. Hastings, 
and others pleaded with Secretary Tracy to re- 
store Kruse. The Secretary sent for Kruse 
and said he would restore him on one condi- 
tion—that he would tell who were in the haz- 
ing. : 

J cannot do it,“ replied Kruse. 

“ But it is your duty to obey your superior 
officers,’’ remarked the Secretary. 

J know that, sir, but I cannot act the part 
of a spy. I must have the honor of a gentle- 
man, said Kruse. 

„And that is your final answer?“ 

It is.“ 

The Secretary refused to reinstate Kruse 
despite the powerful influence in his behalf. 
Secretary Tracy was so impressed by the lad’s 
sturdiness that he agreed to permit him to 
enter again if he could get reappointed. Con- 
gressman Kribbs has selected Kruse and the 
latter has been summoned for examination. 


FIFTY-FIVE COLONISTS LOST AT SEA, 


The Steamer Lucy Lowe Founders and 
Only One Man Is Saved. 

Tacoma, Wash., May U. — The steamer Lucy 
Lowe has foundered in the Straits of Juan de 
Fuca with fifty-five colonists on board. The 
party, numbering fifty-six, left Tacoma April 
21 to settle on land near the mouth of the 
Guestahes River, but were beaten back by 
high seas and became short of food. John N. 
Grant of Tacoma, the only survivor, returned 
here yesterday. He believes the entire party 
has been lost.

Contracts to Be Made for the Manufacture 
of Heavy Cannon.

RECIPROCITY WITH SPAIN. 


§ -ovisions of the Convention Negotiated 
by Gen. Foster. 
Mom, May 10.—Gen, John W. Foster, the 
American reciprocity envoy, having failed in 
his negotiations for a general treaty between 
Spain and the United States, suggested a se- 
cret treaty, which also failed to meet the ap- 
proval of the Spanish Ministry. He, there- 
fore, agreed to conclude asimple convention 
on the basis O’Donnell proposed for a treaty. 
This convention necessarily comprises a 
double tariff, thé first commencing July 1 and 
enduring till the Spanish treaties with other 
powers are denounced in July, 1892, when the 


second comes into operation. The convention f Peoria 


provides for the free entry into the United 
States of sugar, honey, cocoa, coffee, and 
skins from the Spanish West Indies, tobacco 
and iron ore paying the — exacted by the 
new United States tariff. In exchange 
Spain’s colonies in the West Indies are 
to receive American ooal, ice. wood, boots, 
shoes, fresh and salt meats, and fish, either 
free or under small duty; while butter and 
drippings are entirely exempt, and the duty 
on flour is reduced from three and 
one anda half dollars per barrel, with the 
same reduction on corn. The tariff on dry 
oods and husbandry machinery will afford 
the United States no material advantage till 
1892, because any privileges accorded will be 
reaped by Great Britain, France, Germany, 
and Belgium under favored nation ”’ treaties, 
thus injuring America’s future interests. 
Competent authorities calculate that Cuba 
will suffer a reduction in customs receipts of 
$500,000 monthly under the convention.

The Railroad Chapel Congregation Will 
Worshipin Another Building Hereafter. 


Railroad Chapel is the name of a flourish- 
ing adjunet of the First Presbyterian Church. 
When the First Church was on West Washing- 
ton street thirty-five years ago some of the 


Sunday-school missionaries obtained ver- 


mission from the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern railroad people to use one of their 
cars on the site of the Board of Trade Build- 
ing as a place in which to teach the poor chil- 
dren of the neighborhood. It was a little 
Sunday-school on wheels, and soon three cars 
were needed to hold the boys and girls who 
came to hear the story of the cross from the 
band of Presbyterian workers. 

The next move made was to a more solid 
foundation, a frame building on the south- 
west corner of Van Buren street and Pacific 
avenue, where the Rock Island and Lake 
Shore depot now stands. The fire of 71 left 
the mission without a home, and the people 
moved into a larger building across Van 
Buren street from the depot. By that time 
the protégé of the First Presbyterian 
Church had grown to be a healthy, vigorous 
mission. Eighteen years ago another change 
of residence. State street, near Fourteent 
was chosen as the new place of worship, and 
eight years later a handsome, substantial 
stone edifice was built there. For the last ten 
years Railroad Chapel, although a mission of 
the First Church, has been a full-fledged, 
prosperous church by itself, having between 
400 and 500 active members.

THE WORLD’S FAIR AS AN EDUCATOR. 

In one respect the World's Fair of 1893 will 
be worth a score of tariffs to the manufactur- 
ers and workingmen of this country. There is 
a point where protective duties fail to protect. 
They can equalize wage scales, but they never 
can put men of differing artistic capacities on 
the same level. It makes no odds how high 
the duties are on foreign paintings. They 
never can put the American artist in a posi- 
tion todo as good work as his foreign com- 
petitor. 6 

A glance at the table of imports shows how 
the foreign manufacturer gets the better here 
and there, not because he has lower wages, but 
because he or his employés have more artistic 
skill and thus turn out more attractive goods. 
Take cottons, for instance.. This country im- 
ports only a million yards of plain white 
cloths. It imports twenty-six and a quarter 
million yards of colored and printed cloths. 
That is simply because the foreign calico man- 
ufacturers get up patterns which strike the 
eye and are more attractive often than those 
of their American conrpetitors. The public 
hankers after new styles, and Europe is more 
quick to supply them than this country. 

The same thing is true of chinaware. As 
far as quality goes that made in the United 
States is just as good as—often better than— 
that made abroad. But in spite of the heavily 
increased duties of McKinley legislation, deco- 
rated china is imported in increasing quan- 
tities. It will not stay out, simply because it 
is more attractive than that made in this 
country. It is the work of better designers 
and McKinleyism has not balanced that 
superiority, It certainly hits the popular 
taste better than the work of our highly pro- 
tected potteries. So is it with woolen 
goods. There are just as warm, comfortable 
women’s and children's dress goods made in 
this country as abroad, but during the last 
year: 117,000,000 (116,992,000) yards of such 
goods were imported, as against 16,800,000 
yards of cloths, mainly for the use of men, 
who are more indifferent as regards styles and 
less eager for novelties. There is something 
in the foreign finish of ‘woolen goods that 
captivates the eyes of women. 

It.is evident that more taste and ability on 
the part of American designers and manu- 
facturers to make goods which appeal to the 
eye of the purchaser are needed quite as much 
or more than high protective duties at the ex- 
pense of consumers. And the World’s Expo- 
sition will supplement the tariff by educating 
the artistic qualities of the American designer, 
workman, and employer. Foreign exposi- 
tions held in Europe are of no value to the 
former, for they cannot attend them. But 
they will all be able to visit the Chicago 
World’s Fair, and to see on a grand scale just 
what their foreign competitors are doing. 
The Crystal Palace Exposition of 1857, which 
gave the English workmen a chance to see 
what those of France were doing, served as a 
wonderful stimulus to.the former. The En- 
glish began then to recognize the need of an 
art education to secure manufacturing su- 
premacy. The Centennial Exposition gave 
a great impetus to artistic manufacturing in 
this country, and that at Chicago will do even 
more in that direction, because it will be vis- 
ited by a much larger proportion of the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

Every dollar which the Federal Government 

or any State or city expends on the World’s 
Fair will be far more than made good to the 
Nation by the increased skill and ability of 
workingmen to do good work and designers 
to lay out the work. The Exposition will be a 
manual-training school on a grand scale, giv- 
ing lessons to millions of pupils. 


THE BLAINE PLAN AND THE ALDRICH 
AMENDMENT. 

The Decatur Republican says: 

No amount of clatter or windy assumptions 
about irrelevant matter and improbable occur- 
rences can change the fact that Blaine and Con- 
gress harmonized on the Aldrich reciprocity 
amendment to the McKinley bill, They are in 
harmony now. 

This extract, like the entire editorial of 
which it is a part, ignores serenely the vital 
difference between Mr. Blaine's plan and the 


Aldrich amendment, which was the grudging 


partial concession made by a reluctant Con- 
gress to the people who were demanding with 
increasing earnestness that somethmg should 
be done for them in the new tariff bill, 

There is not one of the McKinley papers or 
McKinley Congressmen who will tell their 
readers or their audiences wherein the Aldrich 
amendment fails short of Mr. Blaine’s ideas. 
The Decatur paper does not, nor does ex-Con- 
gressman Rowell, whose fortunes it seems in- 
clined to follow, while the majority of the 
voters in the district do not. Mr. Blaine 
asked that power be given the President to re- 

“impose the old duty of $40 a ton on the raw 
sugars of non-reciprocating nations. Con- 
gress authorized him to reimpose only half of 
the old duty. That stripped Mr. Blaine of 
half—yes, of more than half—his ability to re- 
taliate. Had he been enabled to restore the 
$40 duty Germany would have come to terms 
at once. Spain would not have hesitated a 
moment, and would have given all that was 
asked of her. Half a threat differs but little 
from no threat at all, and those nations which 
have shown the greatest commercial unfriend- 

‘liness to this country have not come to terms 
at all or are doing so in small measure. 

The Aldnch amendment was not the out- 
come of harmony.“ Those who got it up 
hoped it would be ineffectual, The idea Mr. 
Blaine had in view was the opening of wider 
markets in Latin-America and the paying for 
the products brought thence in American 
breadstuffs, meats, and manufactured goods, 
and not in gold, as had long been the custom. 
McKinley, Reed, Aldrich, Burrows, Rowell, 
and others had not the wit to see the states- 
manship of this policy. Their first intention | 
wasto put through a tariff bill which should 
leave Blaine out utterly. But the people 
began to protest and the Aldrich amendment 
was the result—something with a weak, di- 
luted dose of Blaine’s idea in it. 

Papers like the Decatur Republican have 
been taught by experience that there is a great 
deal more in reciprocity than they dreamed 


of. They can ignore it no longer, But so

The Detroit Tribune says: +e:

igun on the shoulders of Congressman Burrows 
and his advecacy of the McKinley bill. Now, 
there were many causes which led to the Repub- 
lican defeat in Michigan last fall, and one of 
these causes was the guerrilla warfare carried on 
by Tue CurcaGo Tammo. 

That which is called ‘guerrilla warfare ” 
was the statement made over and over again 
by this paper, from the moment it found out 
what the McKinley bill was, that it was an 
irritating, impolitic, and unwise measure 
which would be sure to harm the Republican 
party. Tan Tarsuns told its Michigan read- 
ers again and again that the increased duties 
on foreign mixing wools would lower, not ad- 
vance, the price of home-grown Michigan 
fleeces, and that the heavier duties on wool- 
ens put on to compensate the manufacturers 
for the greater cost of their imported wools 
would either raise the price of the woolen 
clothing of the people or shoddy it, or both. 
These predictions have been verified. It said 
that to allow a man like Judge Lawrence, a 
crank on the wool question, to rewrite the 
wool schedules to suit himself was an act of 
folly the Republicans would pay dearly for. 

But the Detroit Tribune preferred to take 
the brazen-voicea Julius Czesar Burrows as its 
guide, Sodid the other Republican papers 
of the State. They took their pigs to a fine 
market, did they not? Michigan hasa Dem- 
ocratic Governor and a Democratic Legis- 
lature. The State has been gerrymandered 
so that a Democratic Senator will be elected 
two years hence. And next year the Democratic 
candidate for President will have half the Elec- 
toral vote of Michigan. That is what Bur- 
rowsism and McKinleyism have led up to. 

The Detroit paper says: 

But if Mr. Burrows isto be held accountable 
for the defeat of the Republicans, how does it 
happen that he was reélected when he had for an 


opponent a person who had posed before the State 
for years as a free-trader and tariff-reformer? 


He was reélected, but it was by the skin of 
his teeth. In 1888 he had a majority of 4,185. 
Last year he had 394. What was it which cut 
it down so? Why did the voters of his district 
come so near repudiating him?

NO ANSWER TO THE VITAL QUESTION OF 
HOW TO GET THE WATER. 

The valley and the Chicago ship-canalers ap- 
peared before the legislative committee last 
week to oppose amending the Drainage act 
and drooled out the same dreary drivel once 
more. There wasa Judge from Joliet who 
talked about a contract between Chicago 
and the people of the valley, This Judge 
should explain what kind of a contract it 
is which the Legislature can répeal, alter, or 
amend at its own sweet will, without consult- 
ing the other parties to the alleged contract. 

There were also Messrs. Hurd, Guthrie, and 
Williams, who come from in and around Chi- 
cago, but only one of whom—Guthrie—lives 
in the drainage district, and he was heavily 
repudiated by the voters thereof for Trustee. 
Mr. Hurd does not live in the district, but in 
Evanston, the mass of whose citizens were 
strenuously against inclusion init. Mr. Hurd, 
therefore, represents neither Chicago nor 
Evanston. As for Mr. Benezette Williams, 
he is the author of the remarkable plan of 
filling up the Chicago River from Rush to 
Market streets, so as to do away with four 
bridges, and at the same time cutting a chan- 
nel from the lake from some point in Hyde 
Park which would need fifty to sixty bridges. 

But there was not one of these individuals 
pretending to speak for the people of this 


tion as to how the 600,000 cubie feet of water 
the law as it stands calls on Chicago to fur- 
nish was to be supplied. Thatis a vital point, 
however.

the water to come from to fill the proposed 
vast channel in the rock?”

Most of them have confédsed that they are in- 
different on those points and care only for a 
ship-capal waterway.’ Of course they are in- 
different. The water analysis made by the 
Board of Health in 1888 when there was a dilu- 
tion of 45,000 cubic feet aminute showed about 
I parts of free ammonia in 1,000,000 at 
Bridgeport and less than a third of that 
amount at Joliet, and only four-hundredths of 
1 per cent at Peoria. With a dilution of 80,000 
cubic feet the water would not have been of- 
fensive at Joliet. The observations of the 
State board in 1889 confirmed these previous 
investigations.

THE CHILEAN ae mR lea AND CIVIL 

The future of the Chilean complication is 
somewhat cloudy, but, so far as it has gone, 
the Chilean Government will have no reason 
to complain that this government has not 
done all that lay in its power to prevent any 
encroachment upon the peaceful relations ex- 
isting between the two countries, and done it 
at the expense of the kidnaping of American 
pilots and an American Deputy-Marshal by 
the insurgent Chilean vessel. We have done 
our best to prevent a rebel vessel from get- 
ting out to sea with supplies and ammunition 
to be used against a friendly power, and to 
this extent we have done better than England 
did in the case of the Alabana under similar 
circumstances.. Had the latter power done as 
much, indeed, we should have had no valid 
claim against it. 

From every point of view the situation was 
a delicate one; but Mr. Blaine long since 
proved himself an adept in dealing with deli- 
cate situations. The first reports that came 
were to the effect that the schooner Robert 
and Minnie was lying off the California coast 
with a cargo of supplies and ammunition, but 
for whom they were destined was uncertain. 
Then came news that the insurgent steamer 
Itata was in the harbor of San Diego to take 
on supplies, and as there was evidence deemed 
to be sufficient that it was after the cargo of 
fhe Robert and Minnie it was seized by the 
United States Marshal. Almost at the same 
time it was. reported that two other vessels, 
one supposed to be the Chilean Government’s 
warship Imperiali and the other the insur- 
gent’s warship, the Esmeraida, were hovering 
off the coast, the latter to convoy the Itata 
and the former to prevent it. In th® midst of 
this complication the Itata put to sea with 
the Deputy-Marshal on board, and when a few 
miles from shore, after the manner of the

morphosed into a full-armed war vessel. The 
deputy was put onshore several miles from 
home, to get back as best he could. As the 
situation now stands it is not without its 
humorous side. It is reported that the 
Charleston-has been ordered to follow up the 
Itata. In the meantime the Imperiali is after 
the Esmeralda or the Itata, or both, and it is 
not exactly clear what has become of the 
Robert and Minnie, If the Imperiali should 
overtake the Esmeralda there is likely to be 
an engagement, which will eventuate, no one 
can tell how. If the Esmeralda should be 
sunk the Itata would still remain, and if the 
Itata should also go to the bottom there 
would be an end of the whole busi- 
ness for the present at least, and 
the future outcome would depend largely 
upon the doctrines of the late Mr. Vattel. 
Still, apparently, we have done all we could, 
without taking into account the contingency 
that the Charlesten itself may go to the bot- 
tom if it should overtake the fugitives. The 
only embarrassment is our qualification as an 
arbitrator. Such a proposition has been 
made; but the insurgents, notwithstanding 
they got away with uur deputy, certainly 
would object. As Balmaceda, the President, 
however, is contemplating flight, there may be. 
no need of arbitration. It would seem to be a 
good time, therefore, to drop the whole busi- 
cess and let things work themselves out. Have 
we not done all that we can to show our 
friendliness to Chile, especially when it is con- 
sidered that American sympathies are or 
ought to be all on the other side?

FRAUDULENT PENSIONERS. 

The abuses ot the pension system are illus- 
trated by the manner in which 115 one-hun- 
dred-day men from Ohio have been reinstated 
on the rolls. Their scheme to get a pension 
was carefully organized, and they succeeded 
in getting on some time ago. From evidence 
furnished him Gen. Black ordered these 
claims held up pending an investigation, 
which was still pending when Corporal Tanner 
came into office. As the result of the investi- 
gation they finally were dropped, but now they 
have managed by some kind of influence to 
get back on the rolls again. They are to draw 
pensions for the rest of their lives for one 
hundred days’ play in Washington, in which 
they never fired a shot and never saw a rebel, 
and in which not one of them was even sick. 
By fraud and deceit they got on the rolls 
originally. Then they were hung up and re- 
jected, and now here they are again in some 
mysterious manner grabbing from the Treas- 
ury to pay them for their hund red-day picnic. 
They are patriots for revenue only. It is just 
such outrages as this which have brought 
scandal on the pension business. If the rolls 
were investigated and cleaned up under a fair 
construction of the law fully one-fourth the 
names would be taken off as having no legal 
right there, 


ENLARGING THEIR DEMANDS. 

The drainage question has been narrowed 
down so much that there should be no diffi- 
culty in understanding it. Chicagoans want 
to keep the Chicago River sewage out of their 
drinking water, and offer to dilute the sewage 
with more than enough water to make it in- 
offensive. The valley ship-canalers insist on a 
„grand waterway for lake propellers down 
to Alton, and demand that this city furnish 
water enough to make such a waterway. They 
want twice what is needed for sewage dilu- 
tion. How so much water is to be furnished 
neither they nor their Chicago auxiliaries can 
explain. The valley outcry against sewage and 
** microbes “ has died out; all that is wanted 
is a vast channel for lake propellers—to be 
paid for by Chicago taxpayers. 

The notions of these valley ship-canalers en- 
large with time. Twenty-five years ago they, 
were clamoring for six or seven feet of water 
in the Illinois River so that Mississippi River 
stern-wheel steamers might go up the Illinois. 
In 1867 they succeeded in lobbying through 
the Legislature a bill imposing a State tax of 
one mill, the proceeds fo be expended for in- 
ternal improvements, beginning, of course, 
with the Illinois River, The tax was not to 
be collected, however, till the General Gov- 
ernment could be induced to join in and help. 


But that government refused to go into part- 


nership with the State in the scheme, so the 
une-mili tax was never collected, to the regret 
of the valley steru- Wheelers, who were anxious 


to tax the whole State of Illinois to promote 


their interests, as they fondly believed such 
navigation would do. | 

The existence of this law on the statute 
books was one of the things which made a 
majority of the constitutional convention of 
1870 so determined that the State should not 
go into the steam boat canal business. There 
was a general objection to being taxed for val- 
ley interests. The member from Vermillion

Tue CRI C AO Traipune wants a tariff just — 
enough to protect erican workingmen and 
just low enough to let in foreign goods so that 
the “American mill bosses” will have competi- 
tion that will prevent their making combinations. 
What protection would there be to American 
labor in a tariff scale which admits the foreign 
products to compete with the products that Amer- 
ican workingmen produce? 

This is delightfully McKinleyish. That 
faction is against competition of all kinds and 
for monopoly and robbery of consumers. 
Tux Torx admits cheerfully that it is for 
fair competition and against trusts, monop- 
oly, and extortion. The McKinleyite idea is 
to put the duty on a foreign product so high 


as to prevent all possibility of competition. 


The idea is for the American mill bosses to 
forma „trust and force up prices on the 
consumer and to behave like the Trenton pot- 
teries, which, having secured additional and 
unnecessary protection, cut down promptly 
the wages of their men. 

Tue Tripune believes in duties only so high 
as to fairly equalize wage scales and protect 
the higher-paid American workman against 
the lower-paid foreign workman; but it does 
not believe in making the duties so high that 
the American manufacturer can go into trust 
conspiracies and pay no attention to improve- 
ments in machinery or processes and think he 
can do what he pleases with the consumer. 
The mill boss must stand fair foreign compe- 
tition to put him on his mettle and make him 
keep up with the times and prevent him mak- 
ing extortionate charged on consumers. And 
this we understand to be the sentiments of the 
rank and file of the Republican party, no mat- 
ter what the mill bosses and the whipper- 
snapper newspapers under their control may 
say to the contrary. 


TREASURER Krorpassa’s attorney, Mr. 


Mayer, has evidently failed to read through | 


the provisions of the city charter which de- 
fines the duty of his client. Sec. 97, Art. 
9, of the charter provides that “The Treas- 
urer may be required to keep all moneys in 
his hands belonging to the corporation in such 
place or places of deposit as may be desig- 
nated by ordinance.“ The Council has al- 
ready designated by ordinance places of de- 
posit. Inthe face of such designation Mr. 
Kiolbassa, through his attorney, designates 
different places of deposit. Is not this rather 
a high-handed proceeding? The Dixon ordi- 
nance stands until it » repealed. It gov- 
erns the present City Treasurer. It is 
true that the bonds have not been approved. 
The Council has postponed action on them, 
but, pending such action, is it not in bad 
taste for Mr. Kiolbassa to arrogate to him- 
self the power conferred by the charter on the 
Council? The Council at its meeting this 
evening ought to act on this matter. It should 
assert its authority. The question of interest 
on the deposits ought to be settled right now 
and in accordance with the charter. This 
same question will be brought up again next 
fall, when County Commissioners can only 
be elected on giving distinct pledges that they 
will use their best efforts to collect the inter- 
est on the county funds for the use of the peo- 
ple. Some of the leaders of the Chicago De- 
mocracy who are placing themselves in an- 
tagonism to this principle are not acting con- 
sistently with their pledges of devotion to the 
public good.

THE SPOUT THAT STRUCK THE BALTIC. 


And Other Queer Things They See Off Hat- 
teras—The Baltic Almost a Wreck. 

New Lon, May 8,—The whaling schooner 
Baltic had been but fifteen months from 
Provincetown, Mass., and Capt. Dyer had 
taken only thirty barrels of oil. She had win- 
tered at the West Indies and was on her way 
northward Saturday morning, April 25, in lat- 
itude 28° 10’, Jongitude 76°, just north of the 
Bahama banks. Capt. Dyer was asleep about 
daybreak with the schooner in charge of the 
mate. It was still dark and the lookout did 
not discover the low black cloud off the star- 
board bow fast whirling, down upon the 
schooner and lashing the water about with an 


angry swish. ! 

e Baltic sailed straight into the water- 
spout almost before any one on board was 
aware of the danger. The schooner was 
caught up and whirled around like a spinning 
wheel. Her mainmast snapped ten feet below 
the cap and she heeled over until her port 
shearpoles were under water. The mate 
shouted orders, but nobody heard him in the 
roar the storm. The topmast and the 
mainsail went after the mainmast. The star- 
board bots floated away in splinters and the 
iron davits were wrenched from their sockets. 
Everything movable on deck was swept away. 

For a moment destruction seemed sure, but 
the frenzy of the storm wore itself out, and 
when Capt. Dyer tumbled on deck the danger 
was past. deck of the schooner was hard- 
ly recognizable to the master. He did what 
he could toward making her tight and hoisted 
signals of distress. He rigged a main jury 
mast and stood in toward the track of 
coasters.

The Committee on License will 
make a report recommending that Representa- 
tive Callahan’s bill, providing for county 
option, be laid on the table, and Mr. Callahan 
will at once move that the report be not con- 
curred in, but that the bill be ordered to a 
first reading. a | 

“I think a majority of the members are 
favorable to county option,” said Mr. Calla- 
han today. I intend to use every honorable 
means in my power to pass my bill. Itisa 
measure the passage of which is demanded 
throughout my whole district. In one county 
in my district. only one town licenses saloons. 
That town has one saloon from which it exacts 
a license fee of $1,000 per year. The town has 
a few hundred inhabitants, but its saloon 
draws trade from a territory of over thirty 
miles in diameter. The license paid by the

WHEAT SUPPLY OF LAST YEAR. 


Estimated Crop for This Year—Consump- 
tion 270 Millions, Production 263 Million 
Quarters in 1891. 

The following from the London Daily News of 
May 1 bearing on the wheat situation will be 
read with interest: 

There are several reasons why the wheat opera- 
tor should be cautious. First, there is an unpre- 
cedentedly large quantity afloat for Europe, 
which insures superabundant supplies during the 
next three months: the stocks in granary in the 
kingdom have already been increased by 2,400,000 
bushels since April 1. Secondly, the American 
crop prospects were never more favor- 
able, and the area sown is 2.000.000 acres 
larger than last year. Thirdly 
pitions weather between now and the havent 
would largely modify the general position as to 
the shortage in the next European crop, In a 
few words, it can be said that the position is a 
strong one, but that the rine has been too early 
and too rapid in the face of the overwhelmingly 
large supplies afloat. In the next three months 
India alone will probably ship 12,000,000 bushels, 
or double oe at moe gael ship in the correspond- 

ear.

BUSINESS. 


SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION. 


Gold exports attracted more attention than 
anything else in commercial affairs last week. 
The exports for the week footed up to over $7,000,- 
000, and their effect on the money market was 
plainly illustrated in Saturday's New York bank 
statement. There has been some nervousness in 
speculative circles and a consequent decline in 
prices on account of these gold ship- 
ments. The total for. the week was 
large enough also to attract some attention 
in commercial circles generally. There are few 
exceptions, however, to the opinion among people 
who are best qualified to judge of the situation 
that there need be po alarm over this outward 
movement of gold. It has assumed large propor- 
tions to be sure, but the demand has come ata 
time when we could most easily meet it. The di- 
rect effect of these shipments so far has caused 
no inconvenience whatever. There is still plenty 
of money for all legitimate needs. General opin- 
10n is that the foreign demand for gold is now 
about over and that the tide will sharply turn in 
another month or 80, bringing back during July, 
August, and September ‘at least all of the gold we 
have lost, and possibly considerably more. 

One of the important events of the week was 
the meeting of railroad Presidents in New York. 
They demonstrated that a combination of rail- 
road interests has at last been made that is strong 
enough to enforce some of its ownrules. The 
country has seen any number of railroad associa- 
tions organized which laid down sharply-defined 
rules and fixed heavy penalties for any infraction, 
but as soon as one member of the association 
broke a rule all the other roads have felt free to 
do the same thing and the result was a series of 
warfares, which h lasted until the roads were 

uced to a point where they were again — 
to form a new association. The meeti 
this Presidents’ Association, which was eld 
in Chicago a short time ago, seemed to indicate 
that this association was to follow in the tracks 
of the others, but the J. — of last week in 
New York demonstrated that there is to be some- 
thing like an honest effort to enforce the pro- 
visions of the agreement. A high railway official 
was discharged because of a violation of rules. 
The effect that dischar rge will have upon otner 
railway officials will = ubtedly be wholesome. 
Railway earn as they are now coming in are 
genera satisfactory, pare fair increases 
over the corresponding period of last year. When 
it is remembered that last year showed excep- 
tional increases and business was considered un- 
usually heavy the further increase shown this 
year is particularly satisfacto 

So far as general commerci activity is con- 
cerned Chicago appears to be 8 well 
favored. Clearings for last week showed a total 
increase over the corresponding week of last year 
of more than 18 per cent. There is an absence of 
the speculative spirit that was so noticeable a 
year ago; there is not that universal desire to ex- 
pand and extend business that was a leading char- 
acteristic in 1880, but there are totals which show 
that the volume of business is 8 greator 
than it was last year. The fact that these totals 
are made without the aid of an speculative ac- 
tivity is an indication that business is on an ex- 
1 oy sound and satisfactory foundation.
